MAKES  SCIENCE 
INTERESTING 

In  our  modern  age  science  has  become  quite 
important.  Science  classes  are  taught  in  each 
grade  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students.  Courses 
offered  are  General  Science  (eighth  and  ninth 
grade  level),  Biology,  Chemistry  and  Physics. 

All  science  classes  were  greatly  improved 
with  the  addition  of  laboratory  equipment  pur- 
chased through  The  National  Defense  Educational 
Act.  The  biology  equipment  was  placed  in  new 
cabinets  built  in  the  classroom,  due  to  the 
crowded  conditions  in  the  lab.

Students  preparing  for  college  find  that 
courses  in  Mathematics  are  offered  at  G.H.S.  to 
meet  any  entrance  r e qu  ir  e m ent . Advanced 
Arithmetic  is  required  of  all  Eighth  Grade  stu- 
dents. Those  who  average  C or  plan  to  attend 
college  CO ntinu e their  course  with  Algebra. 
Arithmetic  in  both  the  ninth  and  tenth  is  re- 
quired for  those  who  do  not  take  Algebra. 

Algebra  II,  Geometry,  Solid  Geometry  and 
Trigonometry  are  offered  for  those  who  can 
meet  the  requirements  and  elect  to  take  them. 
Algebra  III,  a course  comparable  to  college 
algebra,  is  offered  as  an  extra.  This  course 
was  first  offered  as  an  experiment.  It  has  proven 
popular  and  profitable  to  those  students  who  have 
gone  on  to  college.  Students  having  completed 
five  years  of  mathematics  have  rated  high  on 
standard  and  college  entrance  tests. 

A course  in  commercial  math  is  available 
to  students  pursuing  a business  career  and  we 
have  placed  it  on  the  commercial  pages.

SEEK  TO  IMPROVE  SCHOOLS 


The  School  Board  has  worked  long  and  hard  for  im- 
provement in  the  county’s  school  system.  On  October  4,  in 
a special  election,  the  School  Board  was  successful  in  having 
approved  by  the  people  a seven  and  one-half  million  dollar 
bond  issue  for  school  buildings.  The  building  program  will 
take  approximately  ten  years  to  be  completed.  Areas  of  the 
county  with  the  most  urgent  needs  will  receivethe  firstbene- 
fits  of  the  building  project. 

Gretna  High  School  will  see  changes  before  the  program 
is  completed.  At  the  present  time  classes  are  held  in  the 
eight  or  more  sub- standard  rooms,  with  the  gymnasium  being 
alternated  between  boys  and  girls. 

The  county  was  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  Charles  E. 
Hagberg  appointed  Division  Superintendent  to  complete  the 
term  of  Mr.  H.  R.  Elmore,  who  resigned  to  become  Assistant 
State  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Both  the  School  Board  and  Mr.  Hagberg  are  continuing 
to  work  for  better  educational  advantages  for  Pittsylvania 
County's  school  children.
